Her 
parents were now free, living far at the 
north, and one idea had long filled her mind, 
a desire to escape; and enjoy with them the 
blessed privilege of freedom. Site had at¬ 
tempted to escape many times before this, 
but had always been detected, and for a 
time was strictly watched, but as she seem¬ 
ed at last willing to perform the tasks im¬ 
posed upon her, they hoped that her spirits 
had become broken, and that she sighed no 
more for liberty—but they little knew the 
secret workings of her heart—what wild 
yearnings—what rebellious feelings existed 
beneath that meek, dejected look. The op¬ 
portunity for escape at last came, and cross¬ 
ing the river, she now trod the free land of 

Ohio, and her soul seemed to expand within 
her at the joyful thought. She stood upon 
the bank and gazed a moment upon the 
bright waters-then with a glad bound, she 
sprang through the bushes that bordered the 
stream.

This is one of the many instances, which 
could lie brought to illustrate the evils of 
slavery, and the effects of that most inhu- 
nf all laws, which was passed by our 
National Legislature.

Lynch Law in the Mountains. 

A case of Lynch law, not, however, of a 
very severe character, has lately occurred in 
Woodstock, New llantshire.

, r , od part second treats « of the mor'e 
tZehis of Christianity.” This partis 
divided into 16 chapters. The heading of 
hap. 1st, is “ the principle of democracy edhcted 
from the Christian idea of God.” “ The ques- 
(ion between democracy and autocracy being 
an ethical one, its decision must dfepAnd upon 
our views of religion, by Which, of necessity, 
our ethics are always determined. Onr views 
of religion are inevitably moulded in conform¬ 
ity with our ideas of the Supreme God, the In¬ 
finite Majesty and'Excellence. Our thoughts 
of God give shape to our thoughts of religion, 
and our Conceptions of the principles of relig 
ion include our conception of Morals, of the 
relation of man to his Maker, and to his fel- 
low mahv” He then takes a view o t e t\ o 
Opposite views of God, “ the autocratic and 
the Christian.” These contradictory ideas of 
God lead to very different results, which he 
describes. He compares the two ideas, show¬ 
ing the absurdity of the one and the consisten¬ 
cy of the other. The chapter concludes in 
these words, “ Thus we may settle the whole 
controversy between Democracy and Autocra¬ 
cy, by determining what is the proper idea of 
God- This will more fully appear as we de¬ 
scend to other particulars, and inquire into the 
character and government of God, as these 
are taught by Christianity on the one hand, 
and by the spirit and usages of autocracy and 
heathenism on the other.” Chap. 2d, “ The 
supreme authority and moral government of 
God—the paramount claims of his law—his 
justice, equity, truth and love.” God alone 
has supreme authority. All human power is 
derived from him, and fnust, of course, “be sub¬ 
ordinate to him. From the very nature of au¬ 
thority and the idea of the ©ivine Supremacy, 
arise the necessary restrictions of all human 
governments within very narrow boundaries, 
corresponding with the narrow field marked I 
out by the limited presence, limited capacities, 
limited qualifications, specific relations, limited I 
knowledge, limited goodness, and natural, and 
moral imperfections of the ruler. The author¬ 
ity of parents is in all these respects, a limited 
authority. The authority of civil magistrates 
• i?j in the same respects, a limited authority. 
All unlimited authority of man over man, is 
usurped, unwarrantable, despotic power, con¬ 
flicting with the supreme authority of God, 
and in rebellion against him.” In speaking of 
the limitations of civil government, he remarks, 
“The principle of its just "and necessary limi¬ 
tations established, it follows that these boun¬ 
daries of authority become a topic of legiti¬ 
mate and earnest inquiry. We may look for 
them in the varied relations of man, in the 
nature and exigencies of the case, in the spe¬ 
cific objects to be attained by the government, 
or (more safely perhaps) in the direct, or indi¬ 
rect revelations of the scriptures. In this in¬ 
quiry, the entire community have an interest. 

It is the right because it is the duty of the 
masses of men to ascertain, to understand, and 
to declare, in the presence of each other, in 
the face of civil rulers, and in the audience of 
mankind, in what sense, to what extent, and 
under what restrictions, civil power ought to i 
be exercised, or submitted to by themselves or I 
by others. Without doing this, they cannot 
understand nor make it understood by others, 
whether or no in their political activities and 
civil relations, either as rulers or subjects, they 
shall or shall not invade the prerogative of the 
One Supreme Majesty of the universe, or by 
obeying some rival authority, renounce, in a 
measure, their allegiance to the King of heav¬ 
en ” He then shows how the claim of a “fam¬ 
ily, or a select few to exercise exclusive and 
unlimited control, violates the equal common 
brotherhood of the human family.” 

The 3d chap., treats “ of the paternal char¬ 
acter of God—his superintending providence.” 
This chapter gives an interesting view of these 
two points and shows their bearing on the gen¬ 
eral subject. In the 4th chap, he states that 
“ the Christian definition of man involves the 
principle of democracy.” Here are very im¬ 
portant® trntbs stated relating to the subject. 
Some passages had been marl&d for transcrib¬ 
ing ; but tbe fear of wearying your readers by 
my prolixity, constrains me to pass them over. 
My object not being to make a full analysis of 
the work; but to present some of the author’s 
views and of the course of reasoning by which 
he sustains them, that the readers might have 
such a taste of the matter as would induce 
them to examine the volumes. “ Human gov¬ 
ernment can neither originate nor annul hu¬ 
man rights. Its mission lies only in proclaim¬ 
ing and protecting them." Chap. 5th, treats 
“ of the Christian aeoouut of human relations 
and responsibilities. The Christian exposition 
of human relations, as a basis of human respon¬ 
sibilities and duties, is of vital importance to 
the Christian system; and its study supplies 
j-jch instruction in every department of ethics. 
Jfof tea needful is the idea of these relations 
»e just conceptions of human rights, identified 
as they are with human responsibilities and 
duties. When men learn to estimate in the 
light of Christianity, the sacredness of human 
relations ; the untransferable tenure of the re¬ 
sponsibilities and duties growing out of those 
relations, whether upon a narrower or more 
extended scale, and when the y resolutely and 
Steadily discharge those duties, and honor 
ihese •reeponeihjlities, in the manly exercise of 
file,rights inseparable from them, then will be 
witnessed .the speedy decline and fall of all 
autocracies, from that of the empire to that of 
the plantation. The divine right of kings, 
with the divine sanction of peculiar and domes¬ 
tic despotisms, will then he numbered among 
the guilty phantasies that have been.” These 
are not the views, generally, entertained on 
fhjs subject, in church or State, If they are 
correct mews, they are entitled to the candid 
consideration, of ail. If they are not, let their j 
.incorrectness he shown. In chap. 6th, our au- ; 
ibor discourses “ of the Christian individualiz¬ 
ation of man, in agreement with man’B social ■ 
nature. The preceding conclusions will be 
confirmed by attjtmdiqg to that feature of the 
Christian idea of man, .which so solemnly and 
fearfully isolates and individualizes him, that 
he may net lose nor subdivide nor diminish 
his respoi-ribilities by hiding hijns.eU' jn a 
crowd, nor by handing over to any other crea¬ 
ted being In the universe, howe.ver exalted, the 
.taste which his great Father ahoye Iras .com-, 
mitted IntoAts hands.” 

.“ Such ip.diyiduality o{ responsibility implies 
a corresponding individuality of rights. As 
responsibilities aj,e P.9f to he merged, sub-divi¬ 
ded, or lost in a crowd, nor transi'errtd bo a 
monarch, so neither are individual rights to be 
thus mtrged, sab-divided, or transferred. The' 
“ eSw own. Neither 


communities nor kings can impair, or absorb, or 
discharge them. The rights of a man are-there- 
for’e his torn, and neither communities nor 
kings may attempt to originate, confer, impair, 
infringe, or destroy them. This expresses the 
true and the full idea of inoalienable human 
bights. Hence also democratic Bills ofRights and 
limitations of the powers of government; all 
which the autocratic principle rejects as in¬ 
compatible with its kingly claims” “ So then 
every one of us shall give an account of him¬ 
self to God.” No man, no body of men, can 
take my responsibility, nor discharge my du¬ 
ties. “ Every man shall bear his own burden.” 

In chap. 7th, the "present probationary po¬ 
sition, progressive nature, and final destiny of 
man”' are° considered. Here are presented 
weighty truths suited to make solemn, deep 
salutary impressions on every rational mind.— 
The author shows the “ arrogance” of claiming 
the right to assume another’s obligations, and 
thus endeaving to take away his accountnb’e- 
ness. Read the chapter. The 8th chapter 
slates “ the Christian doctrine of a future and 
final judgment. ” The discussion here is "very 
impressive. “ As a matter of historical fact, 
account for it as we may, the doctrine of future 
rewards and punishments, the doctrine ol a 
coming judgment, has much to do in defining 
and in developing the principle of democracy, 
as it is now found in the' world. By the side 
of this we may put the geographical fact, that 
where r.o such ideas of a future judgment pre¬ 
vail,the democratic idea is not fully apprehended, 
if in reality it he found at all. Show us the 
republic in which the doctrine of a future judg¬ 
ment has become in a degree obsolete, and we 
will show you one in which the living spirit of 
democracy has begun to decline. This is only 
a recognition of the fact that ina’n is a rational 
being, and that there is a consequent connec¬ 
tion between his activities and his beliefs. Ap¬ 
parent exceptions and discrepancies Only illus¬ 
trate and confirm the general rule. All other 
things being equal, man becomes free tor is en¬ 
slaved, accordingly as he cherishes or forgets 
his ultimate and final accountability to his Ma¬ 
ker, in the world to come. More than one at¬ 
tempt to establish democratic institutions has 
proved abortive, from a defect jtfst'here.

History ShO-Ws’thBt'religious errors have gen¬ 
erally sprung out'of defections of the church 
itself ; —at least, that their chief power of evil 
was there. Hence the warning, “Cast not 
your pearls,&c., “lest they turn again and rend 
you.” Mr. Parker sees the great apostacy from 
Christianity in the departments of Morality and 
Humanity, and those he espouses in the high¬ 
est and purest sense, while in disgust he repu¬ 
diates a faith which has seemed to produce 
such bitter fruits to man. And he is not alone. 
A large and increasing class have in various de¬ 
grees adopted the same course, among whom 
are many of strong and cultivated minds. 

For many years we have labored to show re¬ 
ligious men to what their treatment of the 
cause of the slaves must lead, but generally 
they would not hear; and now. while they de¬ 
plore the fruit they must not forget the soil 
from which it grew, nor the only possible meth¬ 
od of stopping its growth. Thousands of 
young men rush to hear Mr. Parker,, and his 
views can be traced all over the country. De¬ 
nunciation has been tried against him and fail¬ 
ed ; and unless those who really impart to him 
his chiel power change their course, their effort 9 
will but aggravate the evil. They must com¬ 
pete with his virtues before they can contend 
successfully with his errors. 

If they reject Christ in his poor, may he no 1 
in his person and offices ? If they make the 
Bible the defense or apologist of crime, will he 
not deny its inspiration ? An intelligent infi¬ 
del laiely said: “ If Christianity, even in com¬ 

munities where best developed, does not keep 
its own friends from voting ioi k slavery, can it 
be true ?”

The Old Parties Afiolisfied in Portland. 

The Whig leaders—many of them—last year 
found a majority of the party had given them 
a candidate for Mayor whom they disliked and 
they repudiated the usual orgamcnction of the 
party, joined the “locos” and defeated their 
own candidate. 

This vear, not daring to tiust the voters, a 
hurrah, "instead of a regular nomination, was 
resorted to in order to evade them, but this 
failed. Here the party, as such, was abandon¬ 
ed. Mr. Calioon was run as an independent 
candidate, and by the aid of portions of both 
the old parties, was elected. The Whig party 
was given up, and does not now exist here. 

The slave Democrats attempted a nomination 
in the usual way, but the candidate regularly 
reported by the ward committees did not suit 
the rum faction, a row was got up and the par¬ 
ty disappeared in steam.

The policy of both is Prohibition. 

In nearly every aspect these causes are iden¬ 
tical, and claim a fraternal support from the 
friends of each. 

Let whoever will forbid the Bans between 
temperance, politics and religion, let none be¬ 
tween Liberty and Temperance. What God hath 
joined together let not man put asunder. 

Now, how does a Maine Law man look vot¬ 
ing for the fugitive act ? or for slavery any¬ 
where by voting for its supporters? He cannot 
long sustain such gross inconsistency. And 
how does a Free Democrat look voting against 
the Maine Law?

The Southern Ukase— 11 The Slavery Ques¬ 
tion is not Settled.” 

We dwell on the case of Mr Dix’s appoint¬ 
ment on account of the important questions of 
principle and policy which it involves. Before 
the election, by-gones were to be by-gones, and 
no man did more to secure Pierce's election 
than Mr. Dix. But see what the Columbus (Ga.) 
Times, the leading organ of the Southern 
States’ Rights party, said when it was proposed 
to put him into the Cabinet, and which ukase 
brought Mr. Pierce at once to the right about 
face. 

“ Independently of his abolitionism, we have 
a very high regard for Senator Dix. He is uu 
questionably an able statesman, a patriotic citi- 
zen, as exhibited upon the field, and a good and 
true Republican. But the plague spot of aboli¬ 
tion is on his brow, and, like the leper, he should 
be excluded from the camps of our Israel as un¬ 
clean until he ia cured of his leprosy. 

“ The slavery question is not settled : every ad¬ 
ministration Will have some questions directly 
or indirectly connected with slavery, under its 
consideration. The South therefore never can 
give full confidence to an administration which has 
a Free Soiler in its confidence. Now General Dix 
is known to be a Free Soiler. In the canvass of 
1848 he held quite as ultra positions on the sla¬ 
very questions as John Van Buren, though his 
demeandr was far more dignified and gentle¬ 
manly ; and no man doubts that if these issues 
wore again to arise, that he would pursue the sum 


course. We therefore oppose his appointment, and 
warn the Democracy of the South against the ruinous 
effects of his elevation to the leadership of the par¬ 
ty. There are Marcy and Dickinson in New 
York, quite as able and far less exceptionable 
than Dix. 

Indeed, we are surprised that any questu 
ble man has been thought of for a Cabinet ap¬ 
pointment. All such men will be dead weight 
upon the administration. We utterly deny and 
reprobate the doctrine that any party or clique, 
as such, have any claim to posts of honor or 
profit i a the Government. And we earnestly 
hope that Mr. Pierce will select onlv those men 
for officers under him of known "ability and 
honesty, and of the faith of Jefferson. Adher¬

Dix in the Senate. 

It appears that Gen. Dix had eight votes 
against him in the Senate, even for the privi- 
ledge of sitting on the sub-treasury box in 
New York. There was an “ exciting discussion” 
which lasted four hours. The New York Her¬ 
ald says: 

“ The result finally turned upon the question 
whether or no he had given in a candid and sin¬ 
cere adhesion to the fugitive slave law—its con¬ 
stitutionality, expediency, He. Being vouched 
for as a worthy member on these points, he was 
swallowed by the decisive vote of 28 to 8. The 
majority was secured by an assurance from a 
distinguished Senator that General Dix advo- 
vocated the renomination of General Cass for 
the Presidency in '52. The care with which 
this nomination was scrutinized by the Senate 
may operate as an admoni lion to the cabinet in 
regard to future nominations. The Premier 
has now a good excuse for the non-fulfillment 
of former promises to his Free Soil friends.” 

So then his friends had to vow for his slave¬ 
hunting as “candid andsincere "; and this was 
not humiliation deep enough, he must swear 
by Gen. Cass, whom he had been prominently 
influential in defeating in 1848 ! He must eat 
his own word, belie his public position, repent 
and be publicly cashiered before he should pass 
muster. Penance—vows—absolution, and that 
contested ! Surely if Gen Dix accepts he will 
assent to all this and debase himself even to the 
extreme contempt of" every honorable man. So 
low do northern politicians have to bow! His 
papers grumble, but we must await the result. 
The Buffalo Republic restrains its indignation, 
hut says: 

“We do not believe that Mr Dix will deem 
the distinction of sub-treasurer much of an ob¬ 
ject; and the salary can be no ohject to him. 
If he accept, it must be from courtesy to the 
administration.”

Now is there anything in the Address 
of President Pierce that Ex - President Fillmore 
cannot and does not fully endorse and sanction? 
We apprehend not. « 

Then wherein consists the difference between the 
political objects and aims of the Nationals of the 
two old organizations? None can be printed out. 

These premises being granted—and they can¬ 
not be denied—it seems to us that no good rea¬ 
son exists why those politicians hitherto known as 
Conservative Whigs and Conservative Democrats 
cannot act together. They are together in point of 
fact; their interests and sympathies are one; their 
principles and convictions ate one; then why not 
act politically as one? 

The Administration of Gen Pierce, in so far 
as it may be Conservative and just, shall be up¬ 
held with all our might and main. We ac¬ 
knowledge no party feally or obligations to 
•Higher Law’ Whigs, nor shall we shake hands 
with Soft or Free Soil Democracy; but we do 
bow to National Whiggery and National Democ¬ 
racy— onf. and the same. To Millard Fill¬ 
more and Franklin Pierce, a3 they now stand, 
we can look with pride and hope ; and around 
them we crave our countrymen to rally for the 
preservation untarnished of the Nation’s high 
bought honor.

It is no new 
and sudden metamorphosis of sentiment, there¬ 
fore, which induces us to assume a position of 
open and avowed hostility to slavery, to oppose 
its encroachments, its increase and its extension 
with all the power and energy we can com¬ 
mand, and to devote our humble though ear¬ 
nest efforts, so far as they can reach,*, to the 
work of curtailing and reducing, in all proper 
ways, its power and influence. Slavery is 
wrong. It is an injury and curse to our coun¬ 
try, and to both races. It will come to an end, 
hut not of its own accord. Means must be 
used to accomplish -its destruction. Slavery 
will never cease, jr'still allowed, day by day 
and year by year, to increase, extend and 
strengthen itself. These propositions are plain; 
and if true—and that they are, to most intelli¬ 
gent men will appear self-evident, can any con¬ 
scientious and true citizen hesitate as to the 
course that duty calls on him to pursue ? Quiet 
submission or positive opposition ;—between 
these two attitudes towards slavery Northern 
men must choose. We choose the latter bold¬ 
ly, and will sustain it with our strength; be¬ 
lieving as we do that it has been cringing and 
submission, and treason to their interests and 
those of humanity, on the part of free men and 
the free States, that has caused slavery to 
strengthen and grow to its present enormous 
power and extent, and not opposition to it, as 
has been sometimes falsely alleged. Imprudent 
opposition and zeal may, at times, by exasper¬ 
ating, have done more harm than good to our 
cause, .and may yet do harm, but a prudent and 
fair, yet firm and unflinching resistance to all 
extension of slavery over new territory, and to 
everything calculated to strengthen, confirm 
and perpetuate it where it is, must be made, if 
we would accomplish anything effectual tow 
ards the emancipation of our country from this 
mammoth evil, which is the darkest stain on 
her escutcheon, and the heaviest incubus on 
her prosperity and greatness. These being our 
true and honest convictions, we shall act ac¬ 
cordingly.”

Africa. And this, it is to be hoped, Lord 
John Russell and his forthcoming successor 
tbe Earl of Clarendon, will plainly tell the 
Court of Madrid. The British nation and 
government can take no interest in the in¬ 
tension of Cuba by Spain, whilst Spain re¬ 
fuses to do, which recent experience hag 
demonstrated she can easily do—suppress 
and terminate the slave trade in that Island. 
It is useless longer to argue or remonstrate 
with such a Court as 1 that of Madrid ; for rea¬ 
son and remonstrance, it is now indispensa¬ 
ble to subslitute a determination that cannot 
be disregarded.” 


Another Compromise. 

The case growing out of the abduction of the 
girls Rachel and Elizabeth Parker, and the mur¬ 
der of Joseph C. Miller, of West Chester, Po., 
has been finished, at last.

McCreary and Merritt, from Maryland, kfd- 
napped Rachel Parker, a free girl, from Penn¬ 
sylvania, in December, 1851, and they, or their 
accomplices, murdered Joseph C. Miller, a Penn¬ 
sylvanian, for attempting to rescue her. Ra¬ 
chel Parker was carried forcibly to Baltimore 
and kept in prison, although it was proved that 
she wa3 free. McCreary and Merritt were 
permi&ed to go at large, although it was proven 
they were kidnappers. Joseph C. Miller was 
murdered in Maryland, because he vindicated 
the poor girl’s cause, but any investigation by 
that-State, into the circumstances of his mur". 
der, was denied, Governor Bigler of Pennsy). 
vania acquiescing. For over a year after J.’c, 
Miller’s murder, Rachael Parker was retained 
in Maryland, although the fact of her freedom 
was established, beyond the possibility of doubt, 
and when she was finally released by Governor 
Lowe, it was only on condition that Pennsylva- 
nin would consent to give up all "proceedings ia 
relation to the prosecution of McCreary or Mer¬ 
ritt, either for kidnapping or murder. Penn¬ 
sylvania, that is, Governor Bigler, consented, 
and the whole ease, therefore, is said to be set- , 
tied by “compromise.” 

This is the history and philosophy of all ! 
“compromises” between the slave power of the 
South, and the feeble “freedom power” of the 
North. . The North suffers all the injuries and i 
insults, sustains all the losses, and pay 


ly to defend itself against the South, but to sus- I 
tain the South in browbeating aud cheating it; 
while the South, which injures, insults,kidnaps, 
and murders, purchases impunity for itself 
from the consequences of those outrages, by 
holding as hostages those whom its lawless cit¬ 
izens have stolon from the North. This mode 
of settlement, the brigands of the South and 
the doughfaces of the North call a “eomprom- *j 
ise ”—Worcester Spy.

Dignity of Intellectual Culture. 

It certainly cannot have escaped your no¬ 
tice, nor is it indeed a matter of unfreqcnt 
comment, that the West, great as it is terri¬ 
torially, great as it is, anti is growing to he, in 
population, is destined to exorcise a control- 
ing influence in the affairs of tint country. 
Nor need it be urged betore you, that in pro¬ 
portion as that influence must be powerful 
and extensive, in such proportion is it desir¬ 
able that the intellect of the West should be 
educated and enlightened. Dwelling as we 
do upon the Reserve, settled as it was, anti as 
it is now chiefly, by people of New England 
origin,—that New England where Education 
stands next to Religion in the language of 
the people,—the importance of mental cul¬ 
ture seems hardly requisite to lie discussed. 
And yet it may not he useless to recall our 
minds to the tiict, that the general education 
of the agricultural, as of other classes, is of 
more importance, and of more honor, than 
any exhibition of agricultural wealth. With¬ 
in the last few years, Ohio, through all its 
sections, has exhibited a growing interest up¬ 
on this vital subject. Surely, surely it would 
he a circumstance of evil omen, if, while our 
farmers were adding to their stores through 
the aid of Science and improved facilities, 
and were exercising their taste in the con¬ 
struction of improved residences, and in the 
beautifying of their grounds, they should 
manifest any marked indifference With re¬ 
gard to a corresponding improvement in 
their places of education. Rich and highly 
cultivated farms, or tasteful grounds or dwell¬ 
ings, can- present but a sorry spectacle, if 
anywhere in view there be a school building 
bearing evidences of neglect. 

In bringing these observations to a close, 
permit me to say, that raised in real import¬ 
ance high above all the material interest of 
society, whether of Agriculture, Commerce, 
or Manufactures, is Man himself The pur¬ 
suits of life can never be safely mistaken nor 
substituted for their ultimate end. Man, man 
himself is the great interest of the world. 
His culture and development are the final ob¬ 
jects ; and these out of view, industrial pur¬ 
suits, of whatever character, would seem 
comparatively ignoble. To improve and el¬ 
evate him —to give him higher conceptions 
of his own nature and resposibililies, is to 
attain to the ultimate and grander objects of 
all true human exertion. 

In the Science which thickens the golden 
grain for the sickle, and enriches the harvest, 
one can discern no purpose of ultimately re¬ 
leasing man from toil, lmt only that, by eli 
banning the productiveness of lubor, more 
time may be saved for rile culture and-'devel¬ 
opment of his higher nature. No finer con¬ 
dition of intellectual effort can be presented

Not far from the palace is a tomb, on 
which is sculptured the figure of a man 
bound hand aud foot, with a hiigeliou in the 
act of springing upon him.
